We are told the City 
is reduced to the utmoft Extremity, and there feems to 
be fome Reafon to believe it fo ; and yet there are fome 
Circumitances which would almoft induce one to believe 
the contrary. Upon the laft Ceflation obtained by the Ma- 
giftrates of the Ruffian General, tor three Days, we thought 
the Manner in which they treated Count Munich wis a 
Mark that they ftood in no great Fear of him. Since that, 
the Scene has changed very much to their Difadvantage ; 
there feems to be little or no Profpect left of their being 
relieved ; And yet, inthis apparent Diftrefs, they have 
play’d the fame Farce over again. For having again indu- 
ced Count Munich to grant them a Sufpention of Arms 
for three Days, in Order to capitulate, they made Ufz of 
the firit Night to facilitate K ing Staniflaus’s Retreat: ‘This 
fo enraged the Ruffian General, that he gave immediate 
Orders notwithitanding the Sufpenfion, to continue the 
Bombardment, and, at the coming away of the Letters, 
Holtilities were renewed on both ‘ides. King S/en/aus 
retired with only General Steinplicht, and one Valet de 
Chambre ; but whether is not yet known. The Primate, 
together with the other Po/ifp Grandees, and the Mar- 
guifs de Afonts, remained in the Place, and if it be taken, 
muit probably fall into the Hands of the Ruffians. 

The Conda& of the French with Refoest to-the City of 
Dantzick, is not a little furprifing, and altogether muite- 
tious. It was in the Quarrel of King Staniflaus that the 
French firft drew their Sword ; the Dantzickers engaged 
heartily in the fame Caufe, without any Neceflity for their 
doing fo : They allowed King Staniflaus to retreat fo 
their City ; they even gave him the Command ol It, and 
Were content to fee their Territories made the Chief ~~ 
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of the War in the North ; they have deiended themflres 
and that Prince with an uncommon Bravery ; and given 
the French Court (who affured them ot its Prorectioa) 
more than time enough to come to their relief, and Rae 
the Siege of their City: 8 or 10,000 Men fent to their 
Affiftance muft in all Probability have raifed the Siege, 
cut off moft of the Ruffians in their Retreat, and have 
fettled King on the Th one of /c/and : But in- 
ftead of this, we fee the Freuch fend only three Regiments 
of Foot to Dantzick, and that even thofe came too late 
to get into the Place ; which having received no A fiiftance 
fince the beginning of the Siege, is (according to our lait 
Advices) reduced t© a Neceffity of Capitulating with Count 
Munich, who (to give him his due) has, during the who 
Siege, given undeniable Proois ot great Vigilance, Cou 
rage and Generofity. Tho’ the French have thus neglect 
ed Dantzick (in which the Father-in-Law of their own 
King, and for whofe Sake they apparently began the pre- 
fent War, was befieged in Perfon) it is very evident that 
they are in want of Forces; they have a Gallant Army, 
both on the Rbine and in Jta/y ; they are fuperior to ther 
Enemi¢és in both Places, they have been victorious in both 


Places ; and lofe no Time in improving their Conquefis. 


Their Minifiry feems to have wifely provided for all E. 
vents ; and to have taken Care that nothing fhould be want- 
ng to carry on the War before they drew the Sword:

Tf Theat when he confiders him as a Warriour and a 
(;duqueror, it is, becaufe the Art of War was one am@ig 
che many this Prince taught his Subjects. 


M. Fontenelle begins his Difcourfe with the Birth of th 
sir. This Prince fays he, was born the rr. of June, 
and was the Sonof Czar Alexis Michael ite, and 
Natthe, Nariskin, his fecond Wife. Mrcha- 
dying in 1976, was fucceeded by his eldeft Son 
Pecdore. Wao dyed in 168s, after having 
ed Years. Prin.e Peter, then but ten Years 
Age, was proclaimed Czar in his Room, his elder Bro- 
r, Fobn, being excluded, on Account of the Imbecili- 
"Ss oth of his Body and Mind. 


Peter, who mounted the Throne at fo tender an Age 
Was bot meanly educated, not only, by that common Faul- 


mg in the ufual Edocation of Princes; who atthe very

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Truth, are hurried away by Flattery into Depravity and 
Corruption, but more, by the Cunning and Tatrigues of 
the ambitious Sophia, who took Care to have the young 
Czvr always environed by a Set of People only, who wouht 
make it their Bufinefs to ftifle his natural Parts, to cor- 
rupt his Heart, and to debate his Mind, by forming it 
wholly to Pleafure ; and here our Author makes the tol- 
low.ag Reflection : That neither a good Hducation cas 
form great Quotilies, nor a bed one defirty them. That He- 
rees, of whatever Kind they are, come out of the Hounds of 
Nature, perfedtly formed, aad poffelfins fuch Qualities as are 
net to be effaced. | 

He obferves, that Cger Peter thewed an Inclination for 
miutary Exercifes in his moft early Youth. “hat when 
a Child he del:ghted in Beating a Drum, and aimed at at- 
taining toa Perfection in that Art which he did to fucha 
Pitch, that he would fometimes initruct his Soldiers in it ; 
by which fays our Author, we may fee, this young Prince 
did not amuie himfelf with the trivial ACtions of a Child, 
but begun early to learn the Function of a Soldier. 

Having formed a Company of fifty Men, commanded 
by Foreign Officers, he would himfe!f be one of then, 
not as 1s cuftomary with young Princes, oY becoming their 
Commander, but by beginning with the owelt Fuuction, 
thit of Drummer, nor would he fufier any one to give 
him the Honour or Title of Czar.

fufficieat to oblige thefe Wretchcs to bear with what tend 
ed fo manifeftly to their Good, 
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The Czar had to do with a People unpolifhed and in. 
flexitle, become flothful by the little Fruit which atrend- 
ed their Labours; accuftomed to cruel, and often unjuit, 
Punithments: A People, who, by 2 horrid Mifery, were 
become infenfible of the Enjoyments of Life ; perfuacied, 
by a long Experience, that it was in vain to aim at Hap- 
pinels, end not to be made fenfible of any unknown 
ee. 

Felicity ; fo obftinate, that the moft indifferent and 
fimple Alteration, in their Cuftoms and Manhters, was 
Matter ot Oppofition to them. A Change of Habit, or 
obliging them to cut off their long and hideous Beards, 
was enough to excite a Sedition. - | 

To make a People fo prejudiced and hardened in their 
Ways, pliable and fupple, required more Rigour than 
would have been neceffary with a more tractable Nation ; 
and the Czar was obliged to employ the greater Share of 
it, as the Hifcovites had no other Notion of Superiority, 
but by the Power one Perfon had over another to ufe 
him ll. So that an indulgent and eafy Ruler, fo fr from 
being, in their Eye, a great Prince, would hardly have 
teen allowed the Authority of a Mafter. 

The War the Czer had with the. Swedes, the il! Suc- 
cefs of it in the Beginning, and. the aftonifhing Victories 
he afterwards obtained over that Nation, are the Subjects

He 
gave Credit alone to his own Byes ; and a Voyage of 3 or 
400 Leagnes was to him a Trifle, when any material 
Knowleuge was to be acquired. He carried fo exact a 
Map of his vaft Dominions in his Head, that he was ca- 
pable of forming all thofe great Defigns, which depenJed 
either on the general Situation, or particular Circumftan- 
ces of his FYominions, upon his own Knowledge, without 
Fear of heing dece'ved.
